New York, August 21.—(By Associat- 
ed Press. From European Cables of 
the Day.)—Hard smashes at the Ger- 
man lines in France again have been 
productive of important gains for the 
entente allies. North of Verdun the 
French have captured additional points 
of vantage. while the Canadians have 
fought their way forward nearer to the 
heart of the town of Lens, taking 2,000 
yards of positions west and northwest 
of the town. 

Al) counter-attacks by the German 
crowr prince’s forces against General 
_Petain’s men on the newly captured 
ground in the Verdun sector have been 
ill-starred; those of Crown Prince Rup- 
precht ‘against the doughty Canadians, 
at last accaunts had brought nothing 
more than an augmentation of the al- 
ready terrible casualties his troops 
have suffered in their attempts to 
save the important coal center from 
capture. 


CANADIANS FORCE 
GERMANS TO SCURRY. 


Under a canopy of mist the Cana- 
dians and Germans met at  day- 
light in the open of “No Man’s 
Land,” northwest of Lens, neither 
expecting the other. Springing at 
their surprised foe with their usual 
intrepidity, the Canadians put the 
Germans to the bayonet and forced 
them to scurry for a seeming haven of 
safety inside their trenches. Here, 
however, the Germans apparently were 
no more secure than in the open, for

It was reported in Atlanta last 
night that certain interests, whose 
identity apparently was unknown, 
were planning to build large stores 
and places of entertainment at 
Camp Gordon with the view of 
“sewing up’ the business of the 
soldiers through the failure of the 
bts company to supply adequake 
transportation facilities. 

“This is the first time such a re- 
port has come to my ears,” said 
Mr. Arkwright, “and I Know of no 
such scheme.” 

“T have never heard anything of 
such a plan before,’ said Mr.. Wil- 
kinson. “But even the suggestion 
of such a thing is preposterous,”

ITALIANS CRACK 
AUSTRIAN LINE. 


In the Austro-lItalian theater the ter- 
rific drive of the Italians is causing the 
Austrian line to crack at numerous 
points. The Austrians are resisting 
vigorously. Although. the battle is 
proceeding without interruption, little 
is available in the official communica- 
tion to delimit geographically the ad- 
vances the Italians thus far have made, 
Austrian defenses between Corite and 
Selo and near the strongly fortified 
Starilokva position are among the 
places captured. Up to Monday night 
»- more than 10,000 prisoners have been 
taken, not counting 243 officers. 

The Russians in Galicia and Buko- 
wina are apparently holding their own 
against the Austrians and Germans, but

a right-of-way some time ago, had or- 
ganized to fight the laying of the 
double-track through DeKalb county, 
and the incidental widening and pav- 
ing of the road to Camp Gordon. 


OWNERS DEMAND 
HIGH PRICE. 

“In 1907 I secured the right to widen 
Peachtree road in DeKalb county into 
a 60-foot boulevard, obtaining warran- 
ty deeds for this work from the prop- 
erty owners affected,” said Commis- 
sioner Freeman. “Subsequently the 
Georgia Railway and Power company 
made an effort to get a private right- 
of-way, but failed, owing to the fact 
that certain property owners tried to 
hold the company up and demanded 
unreasonable prices. 

“When the matter of a car line over 
Peachtree road came up the street car 
company tentatively agreed that if it 
was given the right to put in a double- 
track when it might see fit, that the 
company would invest $35,000 in paving 
the ‘road—one-half of the estimated 
cost of the work This would have re- 
sulted in a splendid 60-foot boulevard 
to Camp Gordon, so far as DeKalb 
county is concerned. It was planned 
to place the double-track—if placed at 
all—at the right-hand side of the road, 
leaving a free avenue forty feet wide 


for traffic.

GOVERNOR VETOES 
MARIETTA BILL 


Measure to Change Light 
and Water Board Not 
Properly Advertised — Six | 
General Bills Signed. 


Governor Hugh M. Dorsey on Tues- 
day night vetoed the bill amending the 
act establishing the board of lights and 
waterworks of the city of Marietta, 
which has been the center of a politi- 
cal storm in Marietta ever since the op- 
position to. the bill suddenly discov- 
ered a few days before the bill actually 
passed the legislature that such a bill 
was pending and about to be placed 
upon its passage. 

The bill would remove Mayor Brum-' 
by and a member of the city council 
of Marietta from the board, and would 
Place two citizens upon the board in 
their stead. A committee of citizens 
appealed in vain to the legislature to 
defeat the bill, and later appeared be- 
fore Governor Dorsey to urge its veto. 

Governor Dorsey,.in a lengthy veto 
order, sets forth the following reasons 
why he vetoed the bill: 

The legally and constitutionally re- 
quired notice of thirty days before the 
introduction of a special bill was not 
given. 

The conduct of Representative Che- | 
hey, of Cobb county, to whom citizens 
of Marietta applied for information | 
concerning the Dill, “whether so in-— 
tended or not, was reasonably calcu- | 
lated to mislead,” and this representa- | 
tive refused to amend the bill by ada- 
ing a referendum clause submitting the 
question to a vote of the: people of Ma- 
rietta. 

Two identical bills, one introduced 
.in the house and one in the senate, 
; were rushed through both houses with 
undue speed. 

Governor Dorsey worked all day 
Tuesday, and late Tuesday night upon 


the large number of local and general 
bills pending before him for his ap- 
proval or disapproval. 

He signed the following general bills: 

The bill to establish the Torrens sys- 
tem of land title registration in Geor- 
gia. 

The Wright bill to abate lewd houses. 

The bill to create a Twelfth district 
agricultural school. 

The bill to create a negro normal 
school. 

The bill to authorize the state rail- 
road commission to suspend, at its dis- 
cretion, the law prohibiting the opera- 
tion of freight trains on Sunday. 

The bill to establish the state mar- 
ket bureau, as a branch of the state de- 
partment of agriculture. 


NO AMERICAN COTTON 
FINDS WAY TO GERMANY 


Senator Smith, of South Caro- 
lina, Denies Charge of the 
Textile Mill Men. 


Washington, August 21.—Senator 
Smith, of South Carolina, speaking in 
the senate late today, denied reports 
that American cotton is finding its 
way into Germany and Austria. He 
declared that 4,000,000 bales less are 
being exported from this country to 
Europe now than when the war began 
and introduced figures showing that 
with but few exceptions the ’importa- 
tion of cotton by European countries 
is below normal. 

Senator Smith said that figures re- 
cently introduced in the senate by 
Senator Lodge giving the amount of 
cotton being received at various for- 
eign ports are entirely wrong’ and 
“misleading and emanate from the mill 
sections of New England.” 

The South Carolina senator admitted 
that American cotton had been permit- 
ted to reach Germany and Austria at 
the beginning of the European war, 
but declared that from four months 
prior to the United States entrance 
into the struggle until the present no 
cotton has been permitted to reach the 
enemy. 

“The consumption of American cot- 
fon has outstripped production,” Sen- 
ator Smith continued. “The surplus 
accumulated in 1913 and 1914 has been 
consumed and the world is facing a 
cotton shortage. There is not a normal 
supply for America and her allies. 

“The neutrals are not getting as 
much cotton now as they did before the 
war with all the demand for exports 
and ine high prices. What incentive 
would there be for them to distribute 
contraband into Germany when they 
can get high prices elsewhere?”

Question of Married Men. 


The question of drafting married 
men with dependent wives and no chil- 
dren into the national army was 
brought up again yesterday by the lo- 
cal exemption board for Division No. 
2 (second ward) by J. H. Hirsch, clerk 
of the board and one of Atlanta’s most 
prominent manufacturers. 

“IT have had several cases of married 
men pointed out to me who tried to 
enlist in the regular army or some 
branch of the service,” he said. “They 
were denied admission when they in- | 
formed the enlisting officer that they 
were married, being told as follows: 

“"The government has no place for 
married men in the army.’ 

“These cases make it impossible for 
exemption boards to reconcile their ac- 
tion into drafting into the national 
army a number of Atlanta married 
men whose wives are dependent on 
them. I cannot see where they have 
had the right to draft such men into 
the national army, or draft army, when 
the enlisting -officer will not allow a 
married man to enter the service be- 
cause Of his wife. I am glad to say 
that this exemption board has so far 
drafted no such married men with de- 
pendent wives in cases where they 
give their wives-a bigger income than 
they could furnish on soldier’s pay.”

If he lives within an 
hour’s ride of the exemption board's 
offices he will be allowed, by special 
permission, to spend his time at home 
and report at train time. 

The selected men will not be allowed 
to take anything to camp but hand 
baggage. Clothes may be returned 
home after arrival at camp by express, 
but if he does not wish to do this he 
should wear clothes that he can throw 
away after arrival.

If you desire to do so, you may return 
the civilian clothes you are wearing when 
you arrive at the mobilization camp to your 
home by express or otherwise, but if you 
desire to make no such arrangements, it 
will be better to appear in civilian clothes 
that you do not care to keep.

La Follette Tells Senate 

“Rich Slackers” Must Be 
Taxed to Pay War Ex- 
penses—Drafted Men Are 
Protesting. 


Washington, August 21.—Increase in 


the total levy of the $2,006,000,000 war 
tax bill was regarded certain tonight 
after another day of senate debate and 
informal conferences among , leaders. 
The extent of the increase was still in 
doubt, with antagonism growing be- 
tween factions advocating and oppos- 
ing a drastic advance in rates on war 
profits and incomes. 

Senators La Follette and Weeks 
made the only addresses today. » The 
former spoke for nearly three hours in 
favor of radically higher levies on war 
profits amd incomes of the wealthy, 
while the latter defended the bill as 
drafted by the finance committee, urg- 
ing that business should not be injured 
by too heavy initial tax burdens. 

After a speech tomorrow by Senator 
Borah in favor of higher “Gaxation and 
fewer bonds, consideration of the in- 
come tax section is expected to be- 
gin. 


Higher Taxes On Big Incomes, 


Leaders of the finance committee are 
considering presentation of amend- 
ments proposing higher surtaxes' on 
big incomes. Those advocating great- 
er levies declare at least thirty sena- 
tors favor such action, although few 
are expected to go to the extent urged 
by minority members of the commit- 
tee. 

Senator Gerry, a finance committee 
member and reputed millionaire, today 
introduced an amendment reported to 
have been approved by committee lead- 
ers, to increase by about 33 per cent 
surtaxes on incomes of $500,000 and 
more. His amendment proposes levies 
of 35 per cent on incomes between 
$500,000 and $750,000; 45 per cent on 
those between $750,000 and $1,000,000, 
and 5 per cent on those over $1,000,000. 
It would raise $40,225,000 more reve- 
nue. 

Advocating conscription of wealth to 
pay for the war, Senator La Follette 
said 80 per cent of war profits, instead 
of only about 26 per cent, should be 
taken by the government. He empha- 
sized thegsmall proportion of war reve- 
nue it is proposed to raise by taxes— 
about one-fifth the sum to be received 


from bonds—and contended that the 
tax bill could easily be increased by 
more than $1,500,000,000 by increasing 
war profits and income tax rates. He

“Even England and France,” he add- 
ed, “will be in no position to repay 
loans for a long time, and if this war

Possibility of Bread Lines. 


Possibility of bread lines this winter 
because of the high cost of living, he 
pictured thus in conclusion: 

“Always remember that the high 
prices already upon us have taxed the 
common people of this country for the 
support of this war to a much greater 
extent than the wealthy class would be 
taxed if every dollar of {income of the 
members of that class were taken by 
taxation. When bread lines shall be a 
familiar sight in every city of this 
land, as they are bound to be if the

or the people would.’ The letter also 
said the people could not express their 
views on the war, with the average 
man “bullied into silence,” while ar- 
mies are slaughtered in battle for the 
benefit of those desiring war because 
of enormous profits. : 

“I believe that represents the views 
of a great many millions of people in 
this country,” said Senator La Follette.

BLOODY RIOTING 
-IN-SPANISH TOWNS 


Firing From the Roofs of 
Houses Going on in Bar- 
celona and Other Cities. 
Many Have Been Killed. 


Barcelona, Spain, August 18.—(By 
‘Courier to the French Frontier, August 
21, By the Associated Press.)—Violent 
.Tioting has been taking place in Bar- 
‘celona and the neighboring towns 
Since last Monday, when a_ general 
Strike was proclaimed. Firing from 
,the roofs of houses and from behind 
(closed shutters has been going on 
,daily. A considerable number ot per- 
|sons have been killed, and many have 
i been wounded, though no reliable lig- 
ures are available. 
| <Artillery was brought into action 
,against some buildings which were 
‘Strongly held by the rioters and three 
houses Were destroyed vy sheil fire. 

While these events are going on in 
Barcelona and in other Catalonian 
towns, reports are circulating by word 
of mouth of great disturbances in oth- 
er parts of Spain and of a Wayblic be- 
ing proclaimed at Bilbao and Saragos- 
sa. It is impossible to learn the truth 
regarding the rumors as a rigid cen- 
sorship is exercised over the telephone 
fand telegraph lines and the newspa- 
pers. 

All the liberal daily newspapers 
have been suppressed. The only jour- 
nals appearing in Barcelona are The 
Vanguardia, which prints only official 
and inaccurate reports, and The Dia- 
grafico, commonly believed to be sub- 
sidized by the Germans. 

The correspondent heard authorita- 
tively that an armed rising was be- 
ing prepared for the end of the year 
by promoters of the recent conference 
lot Catalonian deputies in the event of 
'their demands being refused by the 
{Madrid government, but the present 
| outbreak does not appear to be sup- 
‘ported by the Catalonian leaders, it

NEGRO TROOPS FOUGHT. 


BY SOUTH CAROLINA 


Black Soldiers and Porto Ri- 
cans Not Wanted in 
the State. 


Washington, August 21.—Governor 
Manning, of South Carolina, accompa- 
nied by Senators Tillman and Smith 
and the remaincer of the state delega- 
tion in congress, protested to the war 
department today against the encamp- 
ment of negro troops in the state. 

The Carolinians protested against the 
assembling of thousands of negro 
troops at Columbia and particularly 
against the encampment of several 
thousand from Porto Rico. 

Porto Rican negroes, the delegation 
contended, were unused to the south- 
ern view of the negro guestion and 
should be mobilized elsewhere. Sena- 
tor Tillman asked that, in view of the 
fact that Cuba has offered the United 
States a training ground on the island, 
that the Porto Rican troops be en- 
camped there. 

Southern senators said they felt con- 
fident the racial problem in the train- 
ing of negro troops would be evolved 
without friction. Some sympathize 
with the protests of the South Carolina 
delegates, while others believe the 
south is the best place for training the 


negroes. 
‘It certainly would be a mistake to 


send negroes from northern states into | 
the south for training,” said Senator 

McKellar, of Tennessee, of the military 

affairs committee. “Of course, the ne- | 
gro and white troops should, and, I un- | 
derstand; will be trained separately. | 
I think there are many communities in | 
the south which would not object to | 
selection as camps for training the ne- 
gro contingents.” ; 

Senator Hardwick, of Georgia, said |; 
negroes from other states should not | 
be sént to any community which ob- 
jects. 

“It might cause serious trouble in 
some cases to send in large numbers of 
strange negroes,” he said. “Many are 
to be trainedanear Atlanta, however, 
and I ha@ve not heard of any serious 
objection.” 

Senator Bankhead, of Alabama, de- . 
claring separate training camps should 
be established for white and negro 
troops, said he did not believe much 
objection would come from the south 
against negro training camps there. 

Secretary Baker heard what the del- 
egation had to say and took their pro- 
test under consideration. Recently the 
war department let it be known that 
the negro companies of troops would 
go with their units for training to 
whatever point the units had been as- 
signed. 

In view of the fact that the Carolin- 
ians are ‘protesting not so much against 
negro troops, but against taking some 
ten thousand from Porto Rico in addi- 
tion, their view may receive some con- 
sideration from the war department.

AWAITING THE ANSWER! 


Lines of the Georgia Railway and Power 
company passing Fort McPherson made an 
increase:of $23,625 in earnings during the 
period of the Officers’ Training camp at the 
fort as compared with the same period in 
the year befcre. Two thousand five hun.- 
dred men were in this encampment for only 
@ part of the three months’ course, the 
whole force being reduced to a little more 
than 1,500 men at the close of the training 
camp. 

It is claimed that a double track to Camp 
Gordon would cost $125,000 more than the 
single track now under construction. 

There will be more than 40,000 troops at 
the cantonment, not to speak of the addi- 
tional population of the neighborhood, and 
the thousands from three states who will 
be directly interested in the cantonment. 

If, therefore, the lines passing Fort Mc- 
Pherson earned $23,625 more than the year 
before for the period covering the training 
camp, and with only a few hundred men at- 
tending the camp, and on a 5-cent fare, 
what would be the earnings of a line to 
Camp Gerdon, with more than 40,000 men 

' stationed there, with a 15-cent fare, as it is 
proposed to charge, and with a period of in- 
definite occupation as against a _ three 
months’ course at Fort McPherson? 

It is oe a question of arithmetic. 

The company could not only pay for the 
double track out of the earnings of the cer- 
tain six months’ business from the canton- 
ment, but it would have the investment as a 
bonus and enough in addition to pay a divi- 
dend. 

Atlanta awaits the answer of the Geor- 
gia Railway and Power company in the mat- 
ter of a double track, just as it does that of 
the Southern railway, to the question of a 
special passenger service to the cantonment. 

And it is time to be hearing something 
definite!

IT HINGES UPON HOUSTON. 


Whether or not Georgia is to realize its 
pro rata of the federal aid good roads fund, 
that the work of improving the most impor- 
tant stretch of highway in the state—be- 
tween Atlanta and Macon—may go on, appar- 
ently hinges upon the decision of Secretary 
of Agriculture Houston. 

The matter has been hanging fire now for 
more fhan a year. The points at issue have 
been oscillating like a shuttle between At- 
jlanta and Washington, back and forth, week 
after week and month after month, until the 
people’s restiveness is rapidly giving way 
to utter disgust with the whole proceedings 
and their attendant procrastination and red 
tape. 

It may be that the plans of the Georgia 
highway commission do not dovetail with 
the permanent general plans the office of 
good roads has in mind. 

If that is so, let the office of good roads 
Say sO. 

If there is a variance of that sort, Geor- 
gia ought to know it, so that it may-act in 
such a manner as will meet federal approval 
and produce results. 

From all appearances there is not a sub- 
ordinate official in Washington who will as- 
sume the responsibility of even telling the 
Georgia highway authorities definitely what 
it is that is standing in the way of this im- 
provement. 

Finally, however, it has been passed up 
to the head of the department, Secretary 
Houston. 

He is a man of breadth, wide experience 
and of unquestioned fairness; and it is to be 


hoped he will come out boldly, and tell us | 


just what is the matter! 
Then we can reshape whatever plans we 
have made to meet the federal requirements. 


And if there is nothing wrong, the secretary 
should speak the word that will loosen that

Ever since the gelective conscription law

Meetings have been held, fiery speeches 
made; inflammatory—if not seditious—talk 
has been indulged in; tongues have wagged 
unbridled, demanding a chance for the adju- 
dication of the question by the courts.

And the decision has been rendered by 
ho less an authority than Judge Emory 
Speer, of the United States district court 
of the southern district of Georgia.

It is to be hoped that Judge Speer's de- 
cision, bolstered as it ig by all manner of 
precedent, and based as it is upon the 
soundest of reasoning, will put an effective 
stop to the whole nefarious business.

Dixie highway enthusiasts along bagh the 
eastern and eentral divisions of the Dixie 
highway south of Atlanta are displaying the 
keenest interest in the coming inspectian tour 
of President M. M. Allisen, of Chattanaoga, 
and other directors of the association. 

Something more than a year ago these 
commissioners, tegether with a large num- 
ber of other officials of the Dixie Highway 
association, made a tour af inspection oyer 
these two divisions for the purpose of desig- 
nating one or the other as the official 
eastern division of the Dixie highway. So 
hot was the contest for the designation and 
so flattering were the promises of improved 
highways and the eonstruction of bridges, 
that the commissioners at that time decided 
to designate both routes, on 2 as the eastern 
and the.other as the central division, and 
give the promoterg of each route an oppor- 
tunity to make, dis Be their promises of im- 
provement. 

The object of this trip will be to see 
what improvements have beep made and 
what further improvements need to be made. 

Trip Qver Central Route First. 

The central division will be traversed 
first. This division -js from Atlanta, via 
Macon, Perry, Hayneville, Hawkinsville, Ab- 
beville, Fitzgerald, Ocilla, Douglas, Nichols, 
Waycross, Folkston, Callahan, to Jackson- 
ville. s 

The trip of inspeetion will start from At- 
lanta August 29. On August 31 a meeting 
will be held at Waycross, at which all the 
counties on the eentral division from At- 
lanta to Jacksonville will be represented. 
The big problem on this division is the 
awful stretch of sand between Waycrass 
and Jacksonville, extending through the 
SOuthern part of Ware county and entirely 
through Charlton county, Georgia, and 
through Nassau county, Florida, ta the Duval 
county line. A bridge, which was promised 
at the time of the last inspection tour, has 
been completed aver the St. Mary’s river, 
between Waycross and Jacksonville. At the 
Waycross meeting the sand problem and 
other needed improyements will be discussed. 
This meeting is designed to take care of the 
needs of the entire central division. 

It is likely that the inspecting party will 
not undertake to negotiate the deep sands 
from Wayeross to Jacksonville and baek to 
Brunswick, but will go from Waycross to 
Brunswick, where the next meeting is to 
be held on Saturday, September 1. 

This meeting will be for the purpose of 
receiving reports of progress and a discus- 
sion of needed improvements over the coast 
route of the eastern division, embracing that 
portion of the Dixje highway from Jackson- 
ville; via Brunswick and Darien to Savan- 
nah. All the counties along this portion of 
the route will be represented at this meet- 
ing. On this route, the sand problem also 
exists through Nassau county, going north 
from Jacksonville. Perhaps the worst cross- 
ing on the Dixie highway is over the Satillo 
river between Jacksonville and Brunswick. 
This crossing is now made by ferry, and 
frequently, as wag the case at the time of 
the last inspection, wind and tide condi- 
tions make a crossing impracticable. The 
citizens living along this portion of the 
Dixie highway, however, promised the con- 
struction of a bridge over the Satillo where 
the Dixie highway crosses, and Camden 


county has already vated bonds for the con- 
struction of,this bridge, and construction Is 
soon to ~ 

Altamaha Preblem Selved. 

Prompt crossing of the Altamaha riyer 
at Darien has been solved by keeping a train 
waiting at the railread bridge te carry 
automobiles over this bridge immediately 
and at any hour, this being ane of the most 
unique features of the Dixie highway. 

Leaving Savannah, the party will return 
to Atlanta over the remainder of the east- 
ern division, which is known as the Old Capi- 
tol route, by reason of Atlanta, Milledge- 
ville, Louisville and Savannah, all at vari- 
ous periods, having been capitols of the 
State.

TECH STUDENTS 
ARE NOT EXEMPT 
FROM DRAFT LAW 


Mrs. Samuel Inman, chairman of the Geor- 
gia. division, woman’s committee, Council of 
National Defense, has received from the 
national headquarters of the woman's com- 
mittee of the National Council an earnest 
appeal that she urge the women of Georgia, 
through the defense organizations, to push 
enforcement of the new federal child labor 
law which goes into effect September 1. 

It provides that no child under fourteen 
years shall work in any mill, cannery, work- 
shop, factory or manufacturing establish- 
ment which ships in interstate or foreign 
commeree. Thus it sets free children under 
fourteen years of age, who are today at work 
in these industries. It sets them free to 
give them a better chance in the world, so 
that they may go to school. Children of 
fourteen who have been at work have already 
lost time that can never be made up to 
them. 

There may be those who 
what the State Council of 
woman's committee has to do with this fed- 
eral law, was observed to Mrs. Inman when 
she gave the statements to the press, per- 
taining to her last communications from 
national headquarters. 

Scope of Defense Work. 

“Defense work is a term which covers 
every form of preparedness which the goy- 
ernment recommends, and it is through these 
State Councils of Defense the work we are 
called upon to do ean most directly reach 
the men and women in all sections of the 
state,’ said Mrs. Inman.

“Certainly one of the most direct forms , 


of defense work is to protect the child of 
the state—the future citizen—that he may 
take up the work which devolves upon him 
either as a soldier, or as the woman called 
to do her part for her country. 

“Both must be prepared by a training 
which they must get so that they may have 
their rights—their chance—not only in life, 
but now for service to their country. 

“The children of Georgia must have their 
rights, and this federal law would aid tn 
their getting their rights. It means we must 
have enough schools, and good and 
then we must see that our children go to 
these schools,’’ continued Mrs. Inman. 

‘It should mean unstinted effort in com- 
munities where schools are not full time, 
where teachers are not well equipped and 
where poverty may necessitate scholarships. 

“There is reason to believe that compara- 
tively few scholarships will be required and 
that the important matter in Georgia is to 
see that the children attend the schools 


schools, 


‘already provided for them.” 


Miss Lathrop’s Recommendations. 


“No words can be too strong to express 
great importance of giving to the 
nation’s children in this crisis nurture and 
education in the fullest possible measure as 
a war-time protection of our last reserves,” 
one of the framers of the new federal law 
has wisely said. 
Indirectly the new law will help rural 
children in those areas where the greatest 
problems of illiteracy now exist, for the 
nation will not long permit rural children to 
grow up untaught, if the education of other 
children is secured. 
Miss Julia Lathrop, head of the United 
States child bureau, has been made Chair- 
man of child welfare in the woman's com- 
mittee, Council of National Defense, and, 
through Mrs. Inman's division in Georgia, she 
makes the following recommendations to the 
women of Georgia: : 
“Scholarships are raised for college and 
university students to help pay living ex- 
penses for those who could not otherwise 
attend the highest schools. Those stholar- 
ships haye proved investments of incalcula- 
ble value to the citizens of the United States. 
Scholarships in elementary schools will lay 
foundation for perhaps a greater addition to 
national power.” 
“Here is something to 
Lathrop to women: 
“Please visit your school authorities and 
labor officials and find out whether all the 
children in your community under fourteen 
years of age are in school.

Canadians Rush Germnas 
as Latter Prepare to At- 
tack—-Canadians Win Ob- 
jectives in Hand-to-Hand 
Fighting. 


British Front in France and Bel- 
gium, August 21.—(By the Associated 
Press.)—The fierce battle which began 
at dawn today on the outskirts of the 
city of Lens continued through the day 
at close quarters and late this afternoon 
there was no diminution in the inten- 
Sity of tse struggle between the at- 
tacking Canadians and the Germans. 

The Canadians this morning fought 
their way forward with bombs and 
bayonets and occupied important ene- 
my defenses noarth, northwest and 
southwest of the heart of the city, and 
Since then the Germans have been 
sending in wave after wave of infan- 
try in desperate counter attacks. 

The Canadians have held strongly 
and the Germans have suffered very 
heavy casualties, as they must have 
expected from the nature of thelr 
counter thrusts in which no thought 
is given to the cost in life. 

a Canadians Surprise Germans. 

The striking feature of the battle 
lies in the fact that the Germans also 
had massed troops for a counter at- 
tack at dawn against the newly-ac- 
@guired Canadian positions in the north- 
west environs of Lens and had actually 
started their advance, when they were 
surprised by encountering tke onrush- 
ing Canadians in Nw Man's Land. Both 
effensives had begun at the same hour, 
but a heavy mist apparently made the 
Germans unawares of the Canadian 
preparations until the Canadians were 
upon them with the bayonet. 

Brief but bitter fighting occurred in 
No Man's Land. The German officera 
tried to rally their men, but the enemy 
infantry gradually fell back to their 
trenches... The Canadians rushed for- 
ward and leaping on the parapete, 
huried masses of bombs down among 
great numbers of troops which had 
collected for the attack. The Germans 
tried to flee through the communica- 
tion trenches, but the Canadians jump- 
ed among them with bayonets and 
bombs, killing many. The Canadians 
took up new posts to a depth of several 
hundred yards whieh they are holding 
against bitter counter attacks. 

Qn the southwest the Canadians 
Were equally successful after very 
heavy fighting in which the British ar- 
tillery was brought into play. The 
most strenuous fig#ting late in the day 


Was proceeding 4 the center of the

Canadians Gained Objectives. 

The Canadians have achieved their 
objects by drawing their 
lines still closer ahout the heart of the 
eity and their goal unless the German 
eounter attacks succeed. 

By today’s attack the Canadians have 
ained possession of many railway em- 
ankments and callery siding which 
afford excellent positions for either 
offensive or defensive operations. 

The Canadian assault extended from 
the northwest of the environs of the 
city to positions in the southwest sub- 
urbs and as the Germans were _  al- 
ready advancing to attack the new 
Canadian defenses the fighting quickly 
assumed -the character of one of the 
most sanguinary conflicts which this 
battle-scarred theater has seen. 

A circular line around which § the 
opposing forces now are fighting is 
drawn close about the’ city proper, 
where the Germans had fortified them- 
selves in concreted cellars and dug- 
outs. 

No estimate of casualties or prison- 
ers is yet possible, but captured Ger- 
mans were beginning to arrive back 
of both fronts at an early hour.

Berlin, August 21.—(Via London.)— 
The battle before Verdun has not yet 
ended, the German

at various places. The statement adds: 
“Our troops and leaders anticipate a 
faverable conclusion of the battles.’ 3 

In many places colored and white 
French troops penetrated the German 
defensive gone, in which every step for- 
ward, the German report says, had to 
he wrested at the cost of sanguinary 
losees. In bitter hand-to-hand fight- 
ing and by counter attacks the French 
were driven back almost everywhere. 


The text of the statement reads: 

‘Western Theater—Army Group of 
Crown Prince Rupprecht: Apart from 
a temporarily strong and destructive 
fire in some sectors of Flanders and 
on the Arras front, there have been 
no fighting operations on a large 
scale. 

“Army Group of the Germar. Crown 
Prince: The first day of the battle be- 
fore Verdun had the same result for 
the French as the great English at- 
tacks in Flanders had for the English 
on: July 31 and August 16; superiority 
in material and reckless use of men 
eould not break the German fighting 
foree. Against a small local success, 
must be set the failure of the attack 
on a front of over twenty kilometres 
(12% miles). 

“Powerful artillery preparation for 
the great thrust which the French 
army was to conduct at England’s com- 
mand began August 11. From Avocourt 
wood to the eastern fringe 
rieres wood our positions were turned 
into a wide and desolate crater field 
by the enemy's artillery firing, which 
increased to the most extreme intensi- 
ty for a few hours before the attack 
early yesterday morning of the French 
infantry, who were in dense waves 
which came forward to assault in deep 
echelons behind the artillery fire that 
had heen lifted forward to protect 
them. 

“In many places native and white 
French troops penetrated our defen- 
sive zone in whieh every step forward 
had to be wrested from our fighting 
troops with sanguinary losses.

BRITAIN REPLIES 
TO VATICAN NOTE. 
| Rome, August 21.—The British gov- 
ernment’s reply to the pope’s peace 
note was handed to Cardinal Gasparri, 
the papal secretary of state, by the 
British minister Monday. The reply 
says the pope’s note will be examined 
in a benevolent and serious spirit. 

Cardinal Gagparri expressed to the 
British minister the hope that the bél- 
ligerents would give approval to four 
fundamental propositions in the papai 
note, similar ideas having already been 
set forth by responsible ministers of 
Great Britain, Russia, France, Germany 
and Austria, while President Wilson’s 
peace message, in the opinion of the 
cardinal, implied almast the whole of 
the pope’s program. 

It having been asserted in 
that the pepe was urged ta 
peace “by Empress Gita, of Austria- 
Hungary, the vatican states that the 
pontiff has never received any eom- 
munication from her on any subjeet. 

No Action by Washington. 

Washington, August 21.—The United 
States has not yet acknowledged re- 
ceipt of Pope Benedict's eace pro- 
| posal, but will do so through the Brit- 
jish foreign office which transmitted 
the communication through Ambassa- 
dor Page. 

Secretary Lansing made it clegr that 
the subject still was in the hands of 
President Wilson. He said he had re- 
ceived no official confmunication from 
the other allies defining their posi- 
tion. 

The state department has no offi- 
cial knowledge of the proposed confer- 
ence of allies and no memoranda have 
passed in relation to it, but it is gen- 
erally believed that an interchange of 
opinion is conGeving and that the re- 
sponse of the United States will har- 
umonize with that of the others, while 
clearingly stating the position of this 
government.

After the Philippine campaigns Cap- 
tain McRae was at the war college in 
Washington and for four years was on 
the general staff.

W. W. lead- 
ers with a conspiracy to give aid and 
comfort to the enemy, which can jbe 
charged under the federal statutes.’ 

A superior court judge today refused 
to entertain a habeas corpus petition 
to release Rowan, on the ground that 
the state courts did not have jurisdic- 
tion. The judge, however, agreed to 
hear at a later date arguments which 
Rowan’'s attorney said would convince 
him that the state had jurisdiction.

30,000 SHIP WORKERS 


STKE FOR MORE Pa 


Men Are Employed on Govern- 
ment Contracts in New 


York Yards. 


New York, August 21.—A_ general 
strike of machinists, boiler makers and 
| blacksmiths engaged in marine work 
|in the port of New York and vicinity 
'and including the navy yard in Brook- 
lyn, was ordered here today at a mass 
meeting of representatives of marine 
metal workers. The strike was called 
to enforce settlement of a demand 
made six weeks o¥e for a minimum 
wage scale of $4.50 a day. While no 
official action was taken to make the 
strike nation-wide, the apparently 
unanimous sentiment expressed by the 
men indicated that such was their de- 
sire, provided the issue was not quick- 
ly adjusted. é 

The meeting, called by the Marine 
Tr@des Council of the Port of New 
York, was attended by men represent- 
ing 30,000 union workers, it was an- 
nounced, and involved directly all 
shipbuilding plants in this vicinity, the 
majority’ of which are engaged almost 
exclusively on government work. 

The resolutions, passed unanimous- 
ly, called out not only workers in 
plants which have not yet agreed to 
the demands of the men, but also 
those which have already done so, it 
being desired, as one_of the speakers 
asserted, ‘“‘to show t employers that 
we are united in our demands.” 

The date for the strike was not fix- 
ed, but ‘it was reported the men had 
been instructed to go out immediately. 

William Dickson, president of the 
Marine Trades Council, presided at the 
meeting. On the platform with him 
were officials representing local and 
national union organizations of the 
three trades involved, the majority of 
whom urged the men not to take im- 
mediate action. 

It was announced at the meeting

THREE DETECTIVES 
SUSPENDED IN MACON 


Action Follows Revelations in 
Trial of Negro for Selling 
Stolen Leather. 


Macon, Ga., August 21.—(Special.)— 
The three Macon city detectives who 
are charged with selling stolen leather 
belting and dividing the money among 
themselves were suspened from the po- 
lice department today following the 
trial of two negroes in the recorder's 
court on charges of receiving stolen 
goods. The detectives will be given a 
hearing before the civil service com- 
mission within a few days. The sus- 
pension today was ordered by Com- 
missioners W. B. Chapman and L. A. 
Miller. 

It is charged that Detective Ed 
Newberry sold leather belting belong- 
ing to the Buckeye Cotton Oil company 
|and the Union Seed and Fertilizer com- 
;pany, without their knowledge or con- 
sent; that he did not consult the chief 
of police, solicitor of the city court, 
| Sheriff or at least two members of the 
‘civil service commission; that he knew 
the leather was stolen property and 
being held as evidence. These charges 
were made during the hearing in po- 
lice court this morning. 

Campbell Jones, manager of the 
Buckeye Cotton Oil company, testified 
this morning that leather belting val- 
ued at $440 had been stolen from his 
Plant during the last six months. He 
said he had reported the theft to the 
detective department, but had got no 
response, and the only assistance he 
Bot trom the police department came 
from the chief of police. 

A. O. Bowen, of the Southern Cotton 
Oil company, testified that costly belt- 
ing had been stole from his place and 
reports@to the detectives had been ig- 
nored. 

Db. J. Flannigan, of the Union Seed 
and Fertilizer company, said $347 worth 
of belting had been stolen from his 
plant recently. 

N. M. Block, of the Massee-Felton 
company, admitted he had given the 
detectives authority to sell the leather 
recovered by them and which had been 
stolen from his plant. It was shown, 
however, that the leather from the 
Massee-Felton plant was only about 
One-tenth of that sold by the detec- 
tives, 

An interesting sidelight on the hear- 
ing today was the failure of Chairman 
€. R. Ellis, of the civil service com- 
mission, to appear in answer to a sum- 
mons. When it was learned he was not 
in court the recorder issued an attach- 
ment for him, but it was later learned 
that the police chairman was out of 
the city. 

The negro, Ed Jordan, who purchas- 
ed the leather from the detectives, was 
committed to the city court under bond 
for receiving stolen goods.

SHORTAGE OF RIFLES. 


FOR CONSCRT ARMY 


It Is Said, However, That Sit- 
uation Wil Be of Short 
Duration. 


Washington, August 21.—There is no 
shortage of rifles for the American 
forces sent to Europe, although there 
may be some delay in equipping all 
men of the national army with the 
weapons they are to use in training. 

It was said officially today at the 
war department that there are enough 
rifles in the country to equip every 
man whose duties require him to carry 


one, but that the difficulty was to fine 
the rifles owing to the desire of army 
and state officials to keep a reserve of 
the weapons available in case of 
emergency. 

The forces sent @broad will carry an 


average of at least two rifles per man 
as an adequate protection against loss 
and wear and tear. It may be neces- 
sary for a short time at the national 
army training camps, however, for one 
company to use the available training 
rifles in the morning and another 
company in the afternoon. 

This situation will be of very 
duration, however, as an 
supply of Enfield rifles already order- 
ed to supplement the supply of Amer- 
ican Springfields will be delivered, be- 
ginning soon after the national army 
forces are mobilized. 

The Enfield _ rifles 
chambered for American 
which, in the opinion of army ordnance 
experts, makes then far better guns 
than those used by the British. 
American Enfields will be harder hit- 
ting and of longer range than the 
British, and the ammunition more sta- 
ble under any. weather conditions. 

To secure complete interchangea- 
bility of parts so that there would be 
no delay in repairing the weapons In 
the field, the war department has 
standardized the gauges and other ap- 
pliances at the three American plants 
making the rifles. Delay in 
has resulted, but army officials think 
that disadvantage is more than offset 
by -the fact that parts built Dy one 
factory can be used in repairing a gun 
turned out at another.
